Ihomiis Street, Nwcastle-iipoii-Tyne, CoQchbnildcr, do hereby declare ^he 
nature of iliis iuveution to be as follows: — 

TJio ol)jeet of our invention is to provide a frame suitable for cariying one 
or more ainbulanec stretchers, siicb frame being also arranged to be attached 
to a motor c^'cle. 

To attain uur object, we provide in the case of a single deck carrier a 
rectunguhu nietallii: frame of bars or tubes. 

TJie longitudinal members of such frame arc of suitable length but approxi- 
mately somewhat longer than an ordinary ambulance stretcher, whilst the 
cross members are somewhat longer than the width of such stretcher. 

At eacli end of each longitudinal member we provide a Q spring the bottom 
part (,t which IS securely attadied to such member, whilst the upper part of 
AO such spung IS provided witli slots or divisions to receive correspondinff liiirs 
legs, or projctrtjons of the stretcher. & & * 

The whole of the frame is bra<:ed togctJier, and biackets or stays are 
provided for attaching to motor cycle. 

In the case of a double deck carrier, we provide suitable upright tubes or 
rods so nrrangcd that they support an upper frame constructed in the manner 
as already described. 

Suitable metallic lugs, uprights, and attachments niaV be provided to which 
a canvas or other covering can be fitted.

Ambulance Side Car. 

We, The Newcastle-upon-Tyne Motor Comv.uvy Limited, South Benwell 
Newcastle-upon-lyno Automobile I<:ugiaeeis, and Thomas Sandekson,' 
bt Thomas Street, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Coaclibuilder, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention ;Mid iji what raannei- the same is to be performed to be 
particularly described and ascertained in and by the following statement: — 

The object of our invention is to provide a frame suitable for carrying one 
to TmLTcy^^^^^^ stretchers, such frame being also arranged to bq att^Qhed 
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AmbulaTice Side Car, 
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To attain our object, we provide in tlie case of a single deck carrier, a 
rectangular metallic frjfme of bars or tubes. 

The longitudinal members of such frame are of suitable length, but approxi- 
mately somewhat longer tlum an ordinary anibulahijc stretcher, whilst the 
cross members are somewhat longer than tlie width of sucli- stretcher. 

At each end of eacli longitnclinal inemhcr of tlie frame we provide a "C" 
shaped spring, the bottom part of whi(?h is securely attached to such member., 
whilst tlie upper part of each spring is provided with holes or slots to wbich 
tlie ambulance stretcher can be attached. * ^ 

The construction of the complete chassis of the ambulanre side car is of 
steel or other metallic tubes aiid/or biirs witli lugs and brazed or screwed joints, 
and is provided with fitments for attaching such frame to a motor cycle. 

On tJie outer, side of such frame inovision is made for a short sixle as shown 
in Figs. 2 and u, reference letter ** IV '\ oue end of such axle is attached to the 
frame, whilst on the other portion of such axle revolves the side car wlieel " E " 15 
of J'ig. 1. 

. In the case of n double deck carrier, we j^rovide suitable upright tubes or 
rods, so arranged that tbey support an upper frame constructed in the manner 
as already dcjscribed, and also jirovided with ** C " shnped sirrings. 

To illustrate our invention we furnish the following drawings:— 20 
Fig. 1, represents a side view of a double-decked ambulance side car, A " 
being the lougitudinnl tubes or rods, 3J " being the eross and side tubes or 
rods, " A " and 13 " therefore constitute the chassis frame, " C " being the top 
and bottom C " spi'iags, D " i.s the mud guard, " E " is the complete wire . 
wheel which, revolves on the nxle of the side car chassis, and is detachable, 25 
it » shows, in the. case of a double-decked side car the top spring stretcher 
Quppprts. " G " shows bottom spring stretcher suppoi ts, " H " shows the top 
epring "TJ" or n ttach men t bolts and plates, 1 " sliows the bottom sirring 
nnderslung bolt clips... 

'Fig! 2, represents a phin of Fig. j, nf the ambulance side car, "J", K 30 
"li", " XI these reference letters represent . the side car attachments. The 
attachments tiouple the chassis io the motor cycle, they are detachable, and are 
fitted througlj lugs on the frame held with compression clips or yoke ends and 
bolts,. " N " shows the short axle fitted on to the outer side of the ambulance 
side car, and on whicli the side cnr wheel revolves. 35 

As regards tlie bearer plates F " which connect the upper springs " C 
these are provided with slotted holes to harmonise with th» feet or projections 
of the stretchers to he Inid upon them. Hoth these bearer plates are detachable, 
or detachable at one side and allowed to swing parallel Avitli the " C " sprmgs. 
The object- of tliis is to enable the carriers of a stretcher intended to he laid 40 
upon the bearers . G " Fig. 1, to enter the chassis from either end and to 
deposit the stretrher on the bearers "G" Fig. 1, " E shows the cross and 
side tubes or rods. 

To minimise any jolting of the apparatus over rough roads, rubber buffers 
arc placed on the U]»per side of all bearei' bars near the slotted lioles, and are 45 
as shown by letter " P Letter " O " shows the slotted holes in the upper 
bearer bai**;. • 

Fig. 3 is n sectional* view of Fig. 1, at line D " and "E"; reference 
letter N " of Fig. 3, shows the axle at the outer side of the ambulance side 
car frame, and on which tJie side car wheel revolves. 50

An ambulance side car, either single-decked or double-decked, constructed 
.and arranged so as to carry either ono or mor^ ambulance stretchers, such 65 
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Amlnilance Sitie Car. 



ambuhiDce Side car comprising one or more rectangular frames of bais or tubes 
or bars and tubes, witJi cross members, uprights, fittings, and attachments, 
with connections and brazed or screwed joints, «nd such ambulance side car 
being attached by moans of brackets, stays, bolts, or in any otlier suitable way 
5 to a motor cycle, and on the outer side of the frame being provided with a shoii; 
axle upon wJuch revolves the side car wheel. All as more particuUirlv described 
m the .spccilication, and as illustrated in tlie accompanying drawings.
